I. Claims 1-8, are drawn to a method for inspecting a BGA (Ball-Grid-Array) 
joint by measuring a plurality of diameters through the BGA joint, classified 
in class 382, subclass 150. 

II. Claims 9, is drawn to a method for inspecting a region of interest by 
locating a best horizontal slice from among a number of horizontal slice 
images, classified in class 378, subclass 22. 

2. Inventions I, and II, are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable.
